| the Turkish troops have crossed the Danube in force. The sus- 


pension of the declaration of war which the Sultan was advised to 

“concede, and which the Czar may be supposed to have asked as a 
necessary step—in case he were di to recede—to save him 
from the appearance of receding under menace, appears to have 
come too late. Yet in spite of sinister appearances, we still think 
the maintenance of peace far from hopeless. It is now so ob- 
viously the interest of all parties to terminate the controversy 
without actual war, that we should have a worse opinion than 
we have both of the judgment of sovereigns and of the skill of 
negotiators, if we despaired of a way being discovered or con- 
trived of evading consequences which every one is anxious should 
be evaded. 

All parties must, we think, be desirous of a peaceful solution 
of the diffieulty—the principals first, the seconds scarcely less. 
Russia must be anxious to back out, if it can be done without 
humiliation. The mistake she has made must be as obvious to 
herself as to the world. The whole public opinion of Europe is 
against her. She has no approver, and no cordial ally. Even 
Austria, who perhaps may not be able to withstand her will, is 
angry with herin no ordinary measure for having brought about 

mbroglio which may terminate so fatally for her heterogeneous 
empire and discontented subjects. Prussia cannot wish for any- 
thing which shall aggrandise ber powerfal neighbour. The Czar 
has succeeded in doing what scarcely any one else at the moment 
eould have managed so effectually, and which assuredly was 
about the last thing he wished to do—has united in a cordial and 
honest understanding the two great nations of the West, the 
only two from which he can dread any serious check or any per- 
manent control—the two Powers from whose alliance he has 
everything to fear, from whose misunderstandings he has everything 
to hope. etwentboment desirous to retrace such a step—to undo 
and escape from such a blunder. Buta great Potentate and a 
proud man may be willing and resolute to persist in error and in 
wrong, if the way out of it is made too difficult or too humiliating. 
It is scarcely ever worth while to inflict shame upon a powerful 
foe: it rankles longer than even discomfiture orinjury. If, there- 
fore, Russia be as we suppose really desirous to concede what is 
required in order to settle the dispute, we do not think it un- 
reasonable in her to ask that the appearance of threats or force 
should be withdrawn in enabie her to retreat with com- 
parative ease and or do we think it unwisein the 
allied Powers to Turkey to build a bridge for a re- 
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treating enemy—t/ certain that he wishes to retreat :—and only on 
the supposition of positive and reliable assurance of this wish 
having been'given, can we believe that France and England would 
have recommended such a conciliatory course. 

On the other hand, Turkey may naturally be ready and evea 
desirous to come to honourabdle terms. She stands at this moment 
very high. She may be said to have reached the culminating 
point both of position and of character. She has shown no weak- 
—_ ee . ene She has a a ‘oie in her 

ey, a skill in her diplomacy, a modera in her language, 
a a vigour in her conduct, which no one ex from her. 
She has had a perfectly good cause, and has been careful not to 
mar it by any rashness, by any blunders, by any violence. She 
has earned the respect, and carried with her the sympathies of 
Europe. She has stood firmly by the Just and t. Without 
hesitation or languor she has armed in her own nce, and has 
displayed an energy, a promptitude, a hidden strength, a national 
zeal and unanimity, which speak well of her recent reforms, and 
argue well for her future progress. She has before her, if war is 

begun, the of a long, sanguinary, and doubtful 

conflict with a ‘etemy, whom it may be easy to beat 
off, but impossible to beat down, and whose tenacity of 
in his strongest characteristic. She will have to meet the 
chances of discomfiture, of failure, of an empty treasury, of dila- 
pidated finances. The fortunes of war might go against her. An 
unsuccessful campaign would place her in a worse position than 
now for negotiating with effect. A bloody defeat might betray 
weakness where the world now gives credit for great strength. 
A triumphant conflict might easily make Mussulman fanaticism 
too hot to hold, and if fanaticism once got the upper hand, it 
might lead to outrages on the Christian population of the Empire 
which would alienate from her the sympathies and the alliance of 
the West. Being prepared for war—having shown herself ready 
and able to meet any contingency, she can now treat with honour, 
and if fair terms are made (and such only would we advise, or 
would England and France sanction), Turkey may lay down her 
arms with vindicated honour, assured safety, and elevated cha- 
racter. Such an occasion should be sacrificed to no punctilio and 
to no passion. 

To Austria peace is a matter of life or death. With bank- 
ruptcy before her, rebellion and vengeance waiting to break out 
on every side, she is literally an Empire of smouldering volcanoes. 
Whatever might be the issue of a war on the Danube to the 
Sultan or the Czar, it could searcely fail to be most disastrous, if 
not utterly ruinous, to the Conqueror of Hungary and the Tyrant 
of Lombardy. His whole dominions are like one vast powder 
magazine, and he cannot see a torch flourished so near his doors 
without an absolute agony of apprehension. His good offices to 
keep the peace we may be sure will not be wanting. 

ngland and France, too, have the deepest interests in pre- 
venting an outbreak of hostilities. They have nothing to gain 
by a conflict, but everything to | commerce, heavy 
expenses, and vast political difficulties in the mene ene They 
canuot for a moment permit Russia to gain her or to continue 
her encroachments ; but it is as important to them almost as to 
Turkey to make her recede from a negotiation rather than 
by arms. The principal cost of a ict would fall upon Eng- 
land—the principal toil and blood of it, probably France. 
To both a war would be a grievous interruption and a most de- 
plorable expenditure of energy and means. They have hitherto 
acted an honourable and a steady course, and will continue to do 
so, even though that course should involve them in actual hostili- 
ties; but if hostilities can be escaped without swerving from that 
course, few will be more sincerely rejoiced than their rulers, and, 
we believe, their people.

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A NEW-POSTAL COMMUNICATION BETWEEN —

Ix attem to do two at once, the chances are that we 
spoil both. We have long regarded the policy of mixing up our 
postal arrangements with those of national defences as bad in 
principle and most inconvenient in practice. The construction 
of aship best suited for the one is ili suited for the other. For 
a long time we vered in the absurdity of permanently 
crippling our whole postal service, for the mere chance that some 
day or other the same vessels might be usefully pressed into a 
naval engagement. 

The most remarkable example of this most objectionable 
practice has been in the arrangements which have hitherto 
existed for the postal service from Suez to Bombay. Strange to 
say, this, one of the most important postal services which we 
have in the world, has hitherto been made a mere pastime for 
the East India Company's navy—an employment ora plaything 
for ships-of-war when not required for the legitimate purposes for 
which they aré built and maintained. In times of uninterrupted 
peace this arrangement might have been barely suffered, though 
even then it was bad. ‘The whole character, the habits, the 
construction, the dicipline, the relation between officers, crews, 
and are all so entirely different inaship-of-war from 
these whieh experience has shown are best suited for postal, 
passenger, and commercial communication, that even un- 
der the most favourable circumstances it has proved a great 
error to attemptto combine the two. Butthe great objection 
which should always have a as fatal to such a system 
was, that the instant your ships of war were required for their 
legitimate objects; the instant a war broke out anywhere in the 
East requiring the use of the Indian navy; just at the time when on 
that account it became more than ever needful that we should have 
rapid, certain, and secure communication with India; at that 
critical moment of all others, by the very system which we had esta- 
blished, ‘we were entirely deprived of our ordinary postal provi- 
sion, aud in lieu of steamers of the India navy, were obliged to 
pick up.anytransient ship, sailing or steaming, British or Arab, 
as accident best provided for us. This result has loug been fore- 
seer and urged upon the East India Company. But it is strange 
= long ae — errors are ee eae to, 
until some sad catastrophe gives a practical force to what o 
to hay eee sen ond plain from reasoning only. Sidney Smith 
said of the Great Western Railway Company, who long persisted 
in loc! their ngers, that “ they would never be cured 
till byt burned a bishop.” It seems to have required the loss 
of au Arab ship, with all the passengers, the crew, and the mail, 
to induce the East India Company to yield this practice to the 
continued wishes of the India Board and the Home Government. 
Not that Joss was caused by the vicious system, (for it might 
have happened to a first-class steamer,) but that its occurrence 
b meu into a consciousness of the practical inconveni- 
ence amd danger to which the system exposed us. 

Well, Jet us at last congratulate the commercial public, and the 
numerous other classes connected with, and interested in, India, 
thatthe system is at anend. We will mot go the length of say- 
ing that the Burmese war and the wreck of an Arab ship have 
been the means of providing a better postal service between Suez 
and Bombay, though, undoubtedly, they have proved conclusive 
reasons against the. late system. But it is only justice to Sir 
Charles Wood to say, that long before the melancholy accident 
to which we have referred, it is well-known that he had decided 
that the whole system should be changed. It is also fair to the

AN experiment is to be made in the collection of agricultural 
statistics in an English county, and Hampshire bas been selected 
for that purpose. Mr Hawley, one of the Poor Law 
is appointed to collect and a the returns. That gentleman 
bas circulated forms to be filled up by occupiers of agricultural land, 
which they are requested to send tothe relieving officer of the union 
in which they reside. In bis circular he suggests that if any oceupier 
should “object to communicate his return of live stock to the 
appointed enumerator,” Mr Hawley requests him to send that 
part of the return directly to himself. He adds, that.it is not 
intended ‘‘ tomake public — the names a occupiers 
or the returns from particular parishes. aggregate retarns 
of each union, and the county total which they will collectively 
compose, will alone appear in print.”

Mr Hawley seems to have done his best to quiet the appre- 

hensions of most prejudiced and ignorant of the Hampehire 
farmers. How far he will succeed may be doubtful ; for we hear 
that the subject having been brought before the Board of Guar- 
dians of the New Winchester Union, they unanimously resolved, 
“from its inquisitorial character, not to entertain the subject 
at all.” This is Jamentably absurd. 
What any farmer can apprehend from a full statement of the 
acreage of his farm, its particular mode of cropping, and the 
number of his stock of various kinds on a particular day, it 
would be difficult for any one not well acquainted with the agri- 
cultural mind to conceive. Yet that there is a vague fear that 
the landlord, or the Government, or somebody or other, may 
take advantage of the information thus obtained, and use it to the 
farmers’ detriment, is absolutely certain. We believe that the 
landlord is the real bogie. And it may probably be thus ac- 
counted for :—During the long period of distress, uncertainty, and 
fluctuation, occasioned by the Corn Laws, a system of yeurly 
tenancies and occasional abatements of reut arose, under which 
the tenants were continually trying to make out as bad a case as 
they could, while landlords naturally endeavoured to show that, 
from the state of the crops or some other cause, abatements of 
rent which they had made under the pressure of a badseasonor low 
prices ought no longer to be continued. And it is not to be denied 
that yearly tenants, who have farmed very well, have often been 
taken advantage of by their landlords ; so, ‘on the other hand, some 
farmers have availed themselves of a generelcry of distress to per- 
petrate acts little short of frauds. As an instaece, we may mention 
the following aneedote. An occupier of alarge farm in the West of 
England, at the rent of 1,300/, madeout tothe steward such a case of 
difficulty during recent low prices, that his rent was reduced to 
800/, and some eadditienal buildings were also erected on his farm. 
When this had been done, the tenant still continued very pressing 
to have a new stable built, alleging he had not sufficient room 
tor his horses, and the steward, half vexed with his pertinacity, and 
conceiving quite enough had been done tor him, determined to go 
and look for himself. On arriving at the farm he found that what the 
tenant really wanted was a separateand good stable fortwoor three 
hunters he had in training for the ensuivg huating season. Pro- 
voked by such conduct the steward immediately gave the tenant 
notice to quit, and advertised the farm, when it was found there 
were many substantial farmers willing to take the farm at the 
original reot. This rent the tenant ultimately agreed to pay, 
accepting permission to continue the farm on such terms as a 
positive favour. Now, in different degrees many tenant- 
farmers that some petty advantages may be lost 
if the landlords were informed of the statistics of their 
tenants’ farms.

He concludes by pointing to the readiness with which the Scotch 
farmers have given the required information in aid of the experi- 
ment there, just made with so much success; and the much more 
searching returns which have for two years past been made in 
Ireland without any complaint.

They know that 
in ignorance of such facts they cannot act with safety ; that grop- 
ing in the dark their transactions assume the character of gambling

However necessary such knowledge may be for the merchant, we are of

importance 

lt appears extraordinary that, with all the institutions with which this 
country abounds, both public and private, no attempt has ever been made to 
accomplish this object. When we consider the practical inconvenience which 
has ever been acknowledged to arise from the imperfect I 
(for we have never advanced beyond this) as to the extent of cultivation of the 
different articles of agricultural produce needed to supply the average demand ; {, 
—how far thishas from year to year existed ;—what the actual Ss 
sumption has been, and what progress the existing stocks have P 
towards a glut or a scarcity ;—when we consider that the absence of all perfect 
knowledge of these heads has alike bewildered the legislature, the cultivator, 
and the dealer, it is a matter of great surprise that no attempt has been made 
to remove so great an amount of ignorance. 

An attention to this subject is absolutely needful to conduct the pursuits of 
agriculture to a state of perfection, both for the interest of those immediately 
concerned and the public,—to secure a more perfect equilibrium of supply and 
demand, and to protect the publie against the evil of partially varying crops, 
which will, to a certain extent, exist in the most perfect and equal state of cul- 
tivation. 

These remarks are as applicable now as they were thirteen 
years ago ; yet when we find the Government taking up the ques- 
tion practically, we are met with ignorant fears and vague mis- 
conceptions on the part of the agriculturists, who above all others 
will benefit by a well-devised system for collecting and recording 
agricultural statistics, 
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AUSTRALIA, 

Tue recent arrivals from Australia, to which we briefly referred 
last week, brought a large mass of interesting information. The 
stream of immigration continued—notwithstanding some indivi- 
dual disappointments, of which a good deal is said—to flow into 
the colonies. Besides the number who have arrived in New 
South Wales on their own account, by means of colonial fands 
5,330 persons of the labouring classes, and of whom 3,728 were 
upwards of 14 years of age, had been brought into that colony in 
1852. Notwithstanding the temptation that has arisen for 
people to go thither, the authorities continue to pay for im- 
migration ; and, in spite of the large arrivals in New South 
Wales—12,231 persons more than left having arrived be- 
tween the beginning of January and the end of July-—both of 
unassisted and assisted immigrants, the rates of wages continued 
to increase. Stonemasons, it is said, obtain from 18s to 14s a 
day ; carpenters, 12s to 13s a day; and other trades vary from 
1is to 13s aday. Prior to the gold discovery sawn timber was 
from 7s to 10s per 100 feet, the average was about 8s; it is now 
upwards of 50s. Bricks were about 2/ a thousand, none’can now 
be got under 8/. The price of stone for ordinary building pur- 
poses at the quarries was formerly 4$d to 5d per foot, it. is. now 
1s 6d to 2s, according to size and quality. 1 aday is a very 
moderate amouat at which to estimate the earnings of sawyers and 
quarrymen. Rents were rising as fast as wages ; and, in Sydney, 
five-roomed cottages are let from 2/ 10s to 41 a week—a good 
family house is worth 300/ a year. Good business premises, in 
first-rate situations, are very difficult to obtain at 7002 or 8007 a 
year. One of the new banks gave 11,000/ for premises which 
were years ago occupied by the Bank of Australia, and gave 
3,000/ to the tenant, who had a five years’ lease, to give up 
possession. An hotel, recently erected, has been let for 1,000/ a 
year. The maximum was not then reached, nor was it supposed 
tobe at hand. The capacious harbour of Port Jackson gives 
Sydney great advantages, and its trade is rapidly increasing as 
traffic spreads over all the islands and shores of the Pacific. 
It is becoming the great entrepot for the new trade which the dis~ 
covery of gold is calling into existence throughout the Southern 
hemisphere. 

In New South Wales, too, cultivation continues, andthe high 
price of food has induced a great extension of agriculture. Many 
new stations are established. Stock is multiplied, and the price of 
wool and tallow and meat amply reward the stock-masters for 
the increased wages the gold iopoveries have compelled them to 


give. Though not so rich in gold as Victoria, the gold-fields of

In New South 
Wales, however, before they have sufficient common roads, they 
are beginning:to construct railways on the most approved prin- 
ciple, and ope has been begun between Sydney and Paramatta, 
and another is proposed from Newcastle to the Upper Hunter. All 
these exertions are worthy of notice, as sure to promote pros- 
perity hereafter, and make the colonies, even when the gold 
harvest is entirely reaped, a great market for other countries. 


In Victoria, however, the most striking progress has been 
made. For the quarter ending July 5th in the present year, the 
imports into Melbourne have amounted to 4,115,233/, which, if 
continued throngh the whole year at the same rate, would make 
upwards of 16,000,000. But we know that this is the sudden 
inflax of commodities from all quarters, excited by the first great 
gold discoveries—we know that exportations hence and trom other 
plages:have been checked ; bat if the imports at Melbourne of the 
quarter be only doubled for the whole year, the amount will be nearly 

ht. times as much as in the previous year. The imports in 1852 
did net exceed, according to the M Argus, 1,101,274. 
We count no less than 35 places, including the other ports in 

which have contributed to the enormous increase in 
|| the trade of Melbourne in the present year. Of course the largest 
share, 2,179,994/ of the 4,115,2332 of imports, went from Great 
Britain, which, with her colonies, supplied four-fifths of the 
whole. The other imports went chiefly from the United States, 
but Sonth America, most of the trading countries of Europe, and 
the islands in the Pacific, all come in for a. share. The number 
of ships, says the Argus, which is delighted with the prospect, 
“assembled from every country and climate are so great as 
“ almost to challenge belief. For the last six months no less 
“than 968 vessels, representing 265,000 tons, were entered 
“inwards; and 830 vessels, representing 254,000 tons and 
** npwards, were cleared through the Custom-house outwards.” 
With the expectation that arrivals will hereafter be equally 
numerous—which we know will not be the case immediately, 
whatever may hereafter happen—the writer indulges a vision that 
the trade of Melbourne will be almost equal to that of London and 
far ge than that of the Clyde, and Melbourne be fourth in 
the list of all ports of the empire. This is, perhaps, going too 
fast ; but when we see what an extensive city San Francisco has 
become in a short time, how rapid is now its growth, and how 
eg its trade, we can have no doubt that Melbourne will grow 

it, and be a place of vast trade. 

The revenue of the colony increases with the trade, and, having 
regard to the number of the population, is perhaps the greatest 
that ever was levied. There are now about 240,000 souls in the 
colony, and many of these are this year’s emigrants, whose 
labour can hardly have produced any fruit; yet the revenue 
for the year is put down at 2,450,000/. Thus :—

alone, amounting to 4,917,855/. Another account states the 
export of gold from Melbourne at 1,503,722 ounees, or equal to 
5,638,957/, while the export from Sydney has been eqaal to 
5,228,7702. But it must be remembered that part of the gold 
sent hither last year was for the purchase of goods, and would go in 
part to pay for the imports of this year—that many of the 
goods sent out are for fatare consumption, and may be placed 
against fature produce—that a considerable portion of the ex- 
ports are the property of emigrants, or go to supply their wants, 
aud they have carried with them the meansof payment. The 
number of persons who have arrived in Victoria this year exceeds 
those who have left it by 36,407; and, supposing that in the 
remaining four months 20,000 more will arrive, the increase of 
population in the year will be not less than 56,000. Each one 
will have some property—perhaps the average may be about 20/— 
or to them may belong, or they may be able to pay for, 1,000,000/ 
of the imports. Every man, almost as he arrives, finds employ- 
ment—becomes himself a producer, or facilitates the production 
of wealth. Enormous, therefore, as have been the imports, the 
amount of new wealth produced is very great, and there is not 
much diminution in the value of the old wealth (wool, &c.) ex- 
ported. A timely check,,too, has been given to exports hence; and, 
as most of those sent to Australia may find a market in 
the South Sea Islands and in those countries of the East im the 
northern hemisphere with which Australia now habitually com- | 
municates, we cannot conclude that, as a whole, the trade has 
been ruinously overdone. It resembles no other new trade except

STRIKES AND RIOTS. 


In common with all the journalists of the Empire, we had for 
several successive years to record, week after week, the growing 
prosperity and increasing contentment of the bulk of our popula- 
tion.

years there has been a singular union of liberty, ‘ péacé, and” 
order. ‘Nine police officers and a sergeant, ander the ¢ontiatz 
“ of Mr Simm, the chief constable,” have beén sufficient, adeord> 
ing to the Daily News, to preserve in peacd one Of’ the’ 
roughest populations of Lancashire, consisting of colliery dad 
factory hands, amounting in all to 70,000 souls. Rongh ad 
these men may be, the spirit of peace must have dwelt! in 
the midst of them, or ‘how could nine men have’ ederded 
them into quiet? ‘Now that this spirit has fled, sévé? 
ral companies of soldiers congregated on the’ spot,’ ‘and “régi- 
ments are kept ready in other places to spring on’ them 
if they again break into outrage, but* cannot ‘prevent 
numerous offences. This is a deplorable change, and tiakes'us 
see at once the mighty difference between a conténted and ‘@ dis- 
contented population ; the former not even requiring’a police—the 
latter scarcely to be awed by the military force of the Empiré.

In respect to the North and West of Europe the tiameent: ‘of the United 
States trade has been far more rapid than that of Great Britain. Thus, in ten 
years the British exports thither increased 2,261,6002, or 10,897,744 dois; im the 
same time the United States exporte to the same countries increased 11,974,554 
dole. This result is very satisfactory, not eo much that the English trade is not 
greater in amount, but because our own shows so much vigour. With the 
Mediterranean countries the United States trade shows an increase proportional 
to that of the British, although the English purchsses of grain have been very 
large in that region. Ic is also the case that the American trade with the 
British colonies has shown a proportion=! increase, dollara for pounds, with the 
exception of Australia, to. which colony the United States exports did not 
become active until the present year, for which the amount will not be short of 
6,000,000 dole. The British exports thither Increased 50 per cent. in 1852 over 
1861, and for the present year they are estimated at 10,000,000. The increase 
to China has been from both couatries 6, 700,000 dole. Of this the United States 
have sent one-third, and it is a gratifying feature that a portion of this increase 
has been composed of United States manufactures in competition with those 
of England. The consumption of goods in the United States progresses in a 
rapid ratio, and the fact that they take now from England more than all her 
colonies, with the recent exception of Australia, aflorde ample evidence of the 
benefits of our system of internal trade. 


The only Observation that we would here wish to make upon 
these statements is, that the great bulk of the exports of the 
United States consists of raw materials of various kinds and 
other articles the direct produce of the soil, such as cotton, to- 
bacco, rice, grain, provisions, and latterly of gold, which is the 
main cause of the great increase since 1850. Not that this fact in 
the slightest degree detracts from their importance as a proof of 
the great prosperity and progress of the United States, but that it 
tends to show that we should regard the extension of the trade of 
America as aiding that of this country, rather than as competing 
with it. What is more impoitant to our manufacturers than an 
increasing supply of cotton? What more useful to the comfort and 
prosperity of our manufacturing poulatiou than an increased ex- 
change of our goods for the flour and provisions of the United 
States ? What more to be wished than that California should con- 
tinue to furnish increased means to the United States to pur- 
chase the productions of the Old World? But it is just by these 
means that the exports of America show so striking an increase, 
in which we should rejoice, and of which we ought not to feel 
jealous.

The accounts we receive, having been for the most part written 
under the influence of the recent wet weather, are somewhat de- 
spondent on the subject of wheat-sowing, but ’we ‘think a Tittle 
wholesome fear of being too late will, this year, be found to‘have 
done the farmers good service. Mark Lane Express, of 
Monday, observed that ‘the state of the weather is 
matter of serious uneasiness ; we had a few fine days 
part of the week, but since Wednesday (26th Oct.) an 
quantity of wet has fallen, and it will require a considerable’ in- 
terval of dry weather to bring the land into a fit state to admit of 
its being worked. This, at the end of October, is a somewhat 
untoward state of affairs, and warrants a feeling of disquietude 
in respect to the future.” , 

In Leicestershire the rains had “ nearly suspended agricultural 
operations on strong clay soils, and, as last year, wheat-sowing is 
greatly delayed.” In this county there is an abundance of sheep 
in the pastures, but the turnips, swedes especially, are said to 
show but poor crops. In Surrey similar complaints are made. 

All accounts concur in stating the yield of this year’s wheat'to 
be deficient, but that the quality is good and the weight of flour 
better than was anticipated. There seems, likewise, to be no 
doubt that the quantity of old wheat in farmers’ hands-is much 
beyond the average. 
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PRIZE STOCK SHOWS. 


A new device has been adopted by the Birmingham and Mid- 
land’ Counties Agricultural Society to obtain an exhibition of 
breeding stock in “store order.” The show'is to be triennial 
and held in the summer. Young stock only is to be exhibited, 
and every animal shown is to have a price fixed at which the 
owner is willing to sell. The following passages are from the 
circular announcing the show :-— 

The Council, in establishing a second exhibition, are desirous of encouraging 
the improvement of agricultural stock generally, and the prize list is framed , 
so as, in their opinion, to be well calculated to promote this object. Foung 
stock only will be eligible to compete for prizes; avd this .principle, which 
forms the main feature of the list, appears to the Council to be absolutely 
necessary to give to these meetings a «trictly practical and useful character. 
The mere exhibition of stock which is not intended for sale has produced no. 
beneficial resuits, and the Counoil have therefore determined to invite breeders 
to show such animals as they would in most cases be 
number of sales supplying the only proper test of the real value of each 


exhibition. 
The fixing a price on each animal is thus referred to: 
Exhibitors will be requested fn all cases to state on the certificates the price 
at which they will seli the stock entered for amounts 
named will be printed in the catalogue. A prohibitory price may of course be 
fixed, if the breeder or owner is disposed t retain the stock in bis own pos

This really amounts to nothing, for of course an exhibitor who 
has really good stock will fix so high a price as to leave’him “tiie 
power of retaining his stock. This plan, it is supposed, will pre- 
vent the showing of stock in too high condition, but which we 
believe to be a complete fallacy. Such a show as isnow uospecst 
would be only a kind of fair; and an ordinary fair or market is 
een ae proper arena for exhibiting ordinary stock in ordinary — 
condition.

CROPS IN SCOTLAND. 


Amone the individual efforts made to supply the want of a general” 
and public system for collecting agricultural statistics, is a series of | 
reports collected and published by the North British Agriculturist, 
from which the following conclusions are drawn by the’ Editor in’ re- 
ference to the crops in Scotland. 

Though suffering from the bad season, the farmers north of Tweed 
have not suffered so much as their English brethren. This is - 
cularly the case as regards wheat. It seems, also, that therd’is ac- 
tually less corn still uncarried in Scotland than in Eagland ; and that 
throughout the season the Scotch harvest has been about ten days 
in advance of the harvest in England. Potatoes, too, in Scotland, are 
not much affected by disease, except where the land on which that’ 
crop bas been grown was sheltered by woods or from some other 
special cause it has become diseased. Of course it remains to be seen . 
whether the potatoes will keep through the winter. 

The writer thus glances at the general position of the Seotch far- 
mers :—“ Taking the crop as a whole, in connection with the -ex-’ 
tremely high range of prices, the arable farmer in Scotland has sel-. 
dom ra more favourable position for obtaining a high remune- 
ration for his skill and capital than this season—still more fortanate 
are those ocoupying arable and stock farms.” 

The following extracts are from the reports relating to a few of the, 
most important corn-growing Scotch districts. In Berwickshire the 
reporter, after referring to the frequent rains, says:— 

This wet weather has of course impaired for the present the condition,of al 
grain, however well secured, and bas retarded thrashing. Enough has, how- 
ever, now been brought to market to warrant me in saying that on all dry and 
well-managed svils the crops of barley and oats are fully an average as regards 
quantity, and above an average in quality. On strong clay soils the crops of all. 
kinds are certainly much below an average in quantity. ithe samplesof barley’ 
hitherto brought to market run from 53 to 57 lbs. per bushel; those of cate , 
from 42 to 44 lbs; with sot unfrequent. parcels of both which. expeed, these, 
‘weights. Very littie new wheat has yet been offered. qui ed

Not that it was stacked in bad condition, but frou the long moist weather, it 
has not improved in the stack, and thrashes out rather worse than when put 
up. Of the spring portion there is ample bulk; little hae been thrashed, and 
injury has been done from the weather. Ona the whole, therefore, we would 
say that the wheat crop, while yielding an average quantity of bolle, will be 
ome moe rat but that dry sharp weather will improve ite condi- 


Of barley, the bulk is a good average; both in straw, quantity, and quality. 
The weight per bushel is not so high in the best samples as it has been, still a 
good’ many fair parcels are shown; and making due allowance for the soft 
short-strawed much laid ficide which are turning out below the promise, we 
think the crop of grain is a full average. 

Of oats the crop is above an average in straw and number of bolls, but it is 
scarcely average in quality. The green ears among the most fields has tended to 
produce.an unequal sample, and there are fewer samples shown upwards of 12 
stones per bushe) than might bave been expected. 

In segard to all of these crops it. must be borne in mind that much more has 
been:dese to improve and increase them by extra. manuring and top-dressing 
than was done several yeare ago, and we have no hesitation in saying, that 
had it. net been for this cause the harvest here would have been as unpropi- 
tions and unsatisfactory as were those which followed 1835, when many oats 
were to cuf in the middle of Ootober.

The price of bread 
already risen here to double the price of last year, withevery prospect 
of a further advance; whilst in France the Government hae under- 
taken the hazardous and ruinous task of a the tn 
view, therefore, of the ascertained deficiency cf food, and consequent 
high prices, during the winter—seeing the enhanced value of money 
throughout Europe—with the contingency of hostilities in the East, 
and with Exchequer bills at a discount, not that the rate 
of interest thereen has just been raised 100 per cent—it appears desi- 
rable to exercise prudence in the selection of investments, and for 
the present to confine purchases to low-priced stocks, The con- 
tinued increase of receipts on ali the large lines of railway is the 
most satisfactory feature of their internal condition. Although the 
experience of the lust year shows that this increase of income 
involves a considerably larger proportionate increase of expensethan 
has hitherto been considered requisite, yet the steady and progres- 
sive augmentation of traffic cannot but have a sati effect on 
the hali-yearly dividends. Against this, however, must be set the 
increased, interest on debentures, caused by the higher value of 
money.

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CFrom Messrs Powell and Co,’s Circular.)

The reaction in the leather market, noticed in our last monthly 
circular, has not yet been counteracted by increased demand, se that 
the transactions have continued to be limited, the buyers generally 
purchasing merely for their immediate wants. A reduction of prices 
has consequently taken place on most articles, and on others which 
retain former quotations the stocks have been enlarged. The causes 
of this retrogradation, ag we remarked in our last, may be seen in the

Paris, Nov. 3, 1853. 

Diplomacy is endeavouring by every.means to prevent a bloody 
issue of the Turco-Russian differences. It is evident that all the 
European Cabinets apprehend the uences of a war which can 
hardly remain long between the two contending parties, but will 
threaten to involve the rest of Europe. New propositions have been 

by Austria, and it is supposed ihat they have been concocted 
the Cabinet of St Petersburg, which would then easily consent to 
accept them, when they would be sent back. But diplomacy has been 
beaten off by events ever sinze the beginning of the question, and it 
is very doubtful that it will be able to surmount the present difficul- 
ties, The cee qponsnbed to one anon, to Generel por 3 cy 
to suspend beginning of hostilities to the 1st of November, but 
in case they were already beguo te consider the order as null. 
That delay been demanded by the ambassadors, in order to try 
some new negotiation. 

Bat on the 23rd of October, the Russians had already attacked the 
Turks at Isactcha, a fortress which they have destroyed in order to 
goup the Danube. As Omer Pacha had the advice of this engage- 
ment before receiving the conditional order of adjournment, he im- 
mediately took his measures to pass the Danube, and the passage was 
effected on the 28th at Kalifat, by 30,000 soldiers, according to some 
despatches, and by 52,000 jaccording to others. It is very probable 
that Genera! Gortschakoff, on receiving the report of the passage of 
the Turks, will direct his troops towards that place in order to give 
battle, and we will soon hear of a serious engagement between the 
two armies, 

It seems that diplomacy can do nothing before knowing the result 
of the first encounter. If the Turks be victorious, it will have more 
difficulties than before to obtaia the slightest concession from the Em- 
3 Nicholas. But its task will be easier if they are vanquished. 

‘erhaps the Czar will avail himself of this circumstance to extricate 
himself from the awkward situation into which he has thrown him- 
self, and give some guarantees for the independence of the Porte; and 
the greatest difficulty to surmount may then be to make the Czar re 
nounce his demands of indemnities for the expence of the war. 

It seems, however, that the French Government has no great 
confidence in the peaceful termination of this fatal question, or at 
least Louis Napoleon thinks that he will more easily o -peace by 
taking importeut measures against a future war. The official ex- 
prapoues Wier Arn Psen Pe lished in the Moniteur, in. which it was 

that the allied fleets had received orders to pass the 

Straits of the Dardanelles, have been cousidered as a proof that the 
English and French Cabinets would make no more concessions to

On Saturday last a Cabinet Council was held at St Cloud, and it 
was decided that two armies of 50,000 men should be immediately 
formed—one of them at Toulon, where it will be. ready to be em- 
barked for the East, and another at Besancon, whence it would be 
sent to the frontiers of ltaly, if Austria did not remain neutral.

words, the trial between them is ove of physical strength, which cap 
stand hunger or cold best, or which can strike hardest with the toma- 
hawk. And this happens because there is no evidence of value. But 
in a civilised market town (at some distance from Preston), if Smith 
can’t agree with Jones, he offers his goods to Johnson, and ‘from 
Johnson turns to try Jackson. Thus in time, be he never so stupid, 
Smith gets varied and independent evidence of value. . 

Now, what I want to point out is, that in proportion as combina- 
tions exist, of operatives on the one hand, or masters on the other, 
this advantage of the market system is lost; apd that ky

In conjunction with this new arrangement, and as the 
best and only safe and natural encouragement for the shipping in- 
terest, the Finance Minister to relieve them inthe way of 
taxation, For this purpose he will reduce the ship tax (lading money) 
to 48 skillings per every two as far as r foreign trade of 
all kinds, while he will entirely abolish this fee on the coasting trade. 
This change will entail on the Treasury an annual loss of 32,000 rbd 
—a sum which other advantages will swell to 57,000 rbd. On the 
other hand, the loss hitherto aecruing to the State from the transat- 
lantic boous-tariff, &c., has amounted to 111,000 rbd per anaum; so 
that the Treasary will be a gainer by the arrangement. It is not 
likely that this alteration, which has long been demanded by the 
Danish Parliament, will meet with any opposition.

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CUMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS, 


The Gazette of last night contains a new treaty’ between’ this 
country and the Republic of Paraguay. It contains 16 articles, 
some of which are calculated to have an important bearing upon the 
ecommerce of this country. For instance, the Reputlic concedes to 
ns the free navigation of the River Paraguay as far as Assumption. 
Similar advantages are granted to the Paraguayan ships in this 
country. The duties on imported goods from the United Kingdom 
are to be the same as those charged upon Paraguayan manufacture, 

A return lately printed of the shipping and tounage of the United 
Kingdom furnishes a complete account of the of British an d 
colonial shipbuilding from the year 1814 to the present time. One of 
the most remarkable facts presented by this statement is the constant 
tendency shown to increase the size of vessels. In 1814 the average 
capacity of all the ships constructed in Great Britain during that year 
was 122 tons, while in 1852 it was 235 tons. Hence, although the 
aggregate of new tonnage per anoum has nearly doubled, the figures 
having been 86,075 tons in 1815, against 167,491 lust. year. thenamber 
of vessels built each year has remained nearly stationary, the ‘total 
having been 706 in 1815, and 712 in 1852. In colonial-built ships 
this tendency is observable to s still greater extent, their’ average 
capacity having been only 84 tons in 1815, while in’ 1851 it had tigen 
to 207 tons. At the same time, the advance of thé colonies lias béen 
such, that notwithstanding the vast increase in the average capacity 
of their ships, the number constructed likewise shows an éxtradrdi- 
nary augmentation. In 1815 they built 131 vessels, with a total ca- 
pacity of 11 069 tous, and in 1851 the number was 680 vessels, with @ 
capacity of 141,116tons. The same document gives an account of thi 
number of vessels belonging to the several ports of the British #uipite in 
each year, from 1814 to 1852 inclusive. From this it appears that in 1614 
the total of vessels was 24,418, with an aggregate capacity of 2,61 
tons, emp!oying 172,786 men and boys.

In many cases, this system of rails may be laid on the 
ordinary roads, without interfering with other traffic. 
On levels one horse may draw from ‘4 to 16 tons, and by 
additional horses gradients of 70 feet per mile may be 
economical'y worked. In cases when the loads are all in 
& downward direction, as from inland plantations to a 
seaport, the waggons may descend by gravity, and a 
very small power of horses will be required, or a light 
locomotive may be used to take up empty waggons. In 
favourable situations, where timber is plentifu', private 
owners may construct such lines for about £1,800 per mile, 
capable of conveying any amount of traffic. For horse- 
traffic, bridges may be of light timber structure. Prac- 
tical railways for new countries and agricutural districts 
may thus be cheaply and rapidly made, and create, eco- 
nomically, a growing traffic ultimately demanding steam 
power. The same principle of rail is mer for heavy 
locomotive work, with a saving of the total cost of the 
cast-iron chairs, varying from £350 to £500 per mile, 
according to locality.
